Andrhereupon, one morning haumgftaicd the Ca-^ 
tier by force, and powred the flowers out vpon the 
ground, he found the basket full of Gold^and with 
exceeding indignation, accufcd him to his Father^ 
telling him jthat he wasleflefauored then his flauesr 
JF^ (quoth he) they ahoundinthat which is denied i^* 
to me. And this he fpake , becaufc hee found his Fa- 
ther to be veric couetous.

in the mountainesofthe Ducagim in Mama AnCo th«Amufati» 
liiuch, as quarrelling with his Father for the fame ^*<*o^^*°^ 
verie oftentimes, and miniftring dayly vnto him 
new oecafioqs of diQike and fcare; (for the OtUmaH 
Emperours arc fo iealous of their owne life and fafe- 
tie,as both in regard of the common ambition of af* 
piring minds , as alfo, and much the rather of ihcir 
owne particular and peculiar crucltie, they will not 
pardon nor (pare their owne bloud.) After hee was 
citcumcifed according tb the hzvfcoi Mahamet^ 
(wherat wercprefenttheEmbafladouisot theEm- 
pcrour, of the Mofcouite , of the Fcrftan SefhifinA fot 
the State of Venice^ Giacomo Soranze my vnkle, who 
in that bufineflfe, had the chiefe place abouethc 
ChriftianPrinc<rs.) prefcntly he was fcnt by his Fa- 
ther into Magnefta, there to abide and keepe bis refi- 
dcncc. But when he did there euerie day morc^nd 
more difcoucr his fierceneffeand crueltie jby cau- ^^^^^^^ 
fmg(fometimes in deed of an indignation and rage, aiic. 
butfometimesof afantafticallhumour) the teatcs 
of women to bee pinched off with bote burning 
tongues;by putting to a moft cruel death,two thou- 
fand Scfti, (that is to fay , Schollcrs) onely becaufc 
they had made a figne vnto him of fome vnchaft co- 
gitation: and by killing many other perfons, vpon 
verielightandllenderoccafions: and finally when 
he (hewed himfclfe to be vttcrly alienated from yc- 
nercall and wanton pleafures^and wholly occupied 
in Maitiall aaions; His Father grew into fucha 
conceitc againftbinu as adding thereunto fundnc 
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other weightic fufpicions of iecrete intelligences, 
which vndcr the colour of fricndfliip hcc cntertay '^ , 
ned in the Court with SinmBaffa^(\\c that furprijfed 
Gia(i4rim,2itid died the laft yeare .^ entred into a co- 
gitation with himfelfc not oncly to hauc him better 
guardedjbut'alfo to depriuchim ofhis life,if he did 
tiot change his courfe. Whereof being oftentimes 
aducriifed by the Ladie S»lt4ney\\\^ mother, and al- 
foaduifcdby hertoptuckcthisfufpition out of his 
fathers^ head by addi<fting himiclf c to plcafurc^ hce 
was obcdicnt^ntoher therein. And after wardes he 
wasibfatregiucnoucr thereuntOjas cither altciing 
or diffembling his proper naturci hee is by thisacci- 
dcntjand ofhis owne accord growne to bee a moft 
fenftial Princerand whether it be by habite and cu< 
fl:ome,or by enchaunring be(btment,3s fbme thinJcy'^ 
(wherein the Greele, Hebrew, and Turkifli Ladies 
are moft cunning and skilfull,;hec cannot now liuej 
no not when he isin armes amongft his Souldiers, 
without ihofe plcafures, notwithout communica- 
ting the moft impopiant fecrets ofhis ftate with his 
Fauourites and Miniones .• Then which there is no'^ 
thingmore danger am and ftrmtiom to Primes, Not-» 
withftanding,! cannot agree m opinion with thofc 
who doe attribute the caufc of this late going 
forth into the wartes in his owne perfon,.co this his 
fenfuaUtie : for there arc diuerfe other truer reafons,. 
that may be allcadged of that bis lingering. 

met lingrcd t,0r-^/i^4iiie'/ bemgnow become a newPrince^ 
hisgoingto i;detci:mincd.to inlbrmchimfcUeirtft before all 
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other things, what were the forces ofhis ftate. Hec 
didweUknowihtjdiflikesand braules which were 
amongft theBaflaes, andefpeciaUybctwcene^^m^^ 
and Ferat ; in whofe handes remained at that time 
thewholemanagement ofhis Empire, as indue 
phce we fliallfhew bcrcafter.T here was in Cmftan- 
tiviopU^z verie great dearth of all things neceflary for 
vittaile,and fpecially of bread.He percciued that the 
fubieds weiemueh dircontented for many dcbis^ 
whichhi-^i father had not payed, but afterwards 
hefatisfied them himfelfe. He was not fullie perfwa- 
ded, what ftirres the P^r)?^» might make, for the 
death of the young hoftage mid^ , fonne lo Emir 
Hamze , wh6 was eldeft lonae to CMahametCoda^ 
bamUx which was thought to hauc happened not 
wlthoutfome fufpicion ofpoyfbning. BefidcS'that 
hisprincipillCaptaincspromifed, that they would 
followthe wai res: without his prefencc: ^for they 
thought , thaifo they might thcmore eafily enrich 
themfelues.JHegaue exceeding creditc to the im* 
portantcounfd and aduifeof5/;^4/?,who had vowed 
tlievtter ruine and deftruaion , not onely of the 
Pi incc of Tranfiluama.bm alfo of theEmpcror with- 
out any great difficultly* : (and all this, bccaufeby 
continuing ftill in that lupreme degree ot gouern- 
meiit which hethenenioycd , hee might make his 
pcrfo the greater.; Morcouer,moft true itis,thst Ma.

when oneof his deareft women,with tcarcs & moft 
affedionatc praicrs befought him in his gardens, 
that he would not go forth to the warres, by reafon 
of a ccrtaine ftrangc and wonderful! drcame which 
(he had the night before ; but hee , growing into a 
great rage, for that fhce went about in fuchfortio 
hinder iheglorie,or rather, (as he faid himfelfc) the 
fafetic of his {tate,wit h his owne hand flue her : and 
didnotftickc likewifc to threaten his moiher, that 
he would alfo kill her , though othcrwife fhee was 
greatly efteemed and dearly beI6ued of him. 

True alfo it is, that it was moft conuenient for 
Hovr thcau- him to applic himfelfe to the neceffitie of the time, 
;^^;;f;^/^*^^ becau and not fo wil- 

dtmmiihcd. lingly obeyed by his fubic^s, as the moft part of the 
ioxmQT onoman princes were : by reafon that the 
authoritie, which in times paft was wont to be in the 
chicfr//?i?r,hefufferedtobo communicated and di- 
uided among the other Vifiers: (o that vvhenfocuer 
anyfauouror bcnefitewasgrauntedto any by one 
of them, it was verie often repealed and rcuoked by 
the reil : A c^urfethittcf all other doth foonefi abate loue^ 
aniingcndercontemft. And fomuch the rather, for 
that his father Amurath had taken order that the 
riftm might bee remooued vpon euerie light occa* 
fion , and had alfo brought vp a new cuftome to 
create many fortnoney , and increafed the nnmber 
of them from foure td nine. laftly,hee was enfor- 
ced thereunto by the often chaunge and altera- 
tion, which he v(ed to make of his Hcades and Qap- 
taines, either vpon fomc wrong information , that 
he had of the ftate , and of their natutes^or cKc be- 
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caufe it is anatural! propatic belonging to the Turks 
to chaiingc their honours, and alio their purpofes, 
according to the euents of fabulous Fortune. For 
haqingrecciued diucrfeand fundrie difcomSture$| 
he was of opinion (and indeed he doth alwayes put 
itinpraaifc) that with the alteration of the head, 
hee rtiouldc make the members more couragious 
and bardie. 

But againft all thefe reafonsabouc rehcarfed, j^^^i,^ y^ 
there were other refpeflies that preuayled indeedc ned the good 
with him,and caufcd him to goe forthto the warre: ^'^^^^^^"^^ 
and m particular, becaufe the Souldiours being 
poore,newe, anddifcontentedwith.theauaticc of 
theformer Generals, defired greatly the prefencc 
of their Lord and Emperour : and that principally 
for the largeffe and giftes,' which heevfeihto bc- 
ftowe vpon them , when hee is inthccampehim- 
Iclfe. Where hauing now at the laft appeared in 
perfbn, hee hath obtey ned great reputation , hee 
hath cancelled the diflionourablc opinion that was 
conceyued of him, and he harhycelded a Qngulat 
fatisfaftion to his fubieds : and fo much the more, 
for that he endeuoured himfelfe to gainc the beile- 
uolenceof his Souldiours, by (hewing himfelfe not 
oncly veiie liberall in befto wing largely vpon them, 
but alfo prouident and circumfpeft in walking on 
foote and vifiting their lodgings . For which ac- 
tion being rcprooued by fornc of his CounfcUers, 
<br that hee expoftd and offered himfelfe too much 
tomanifeftdaunger , contrarie to the cuftome of 
hispredeccffours , heeauafwered them with the 
yvord^sofCjfr/w, T b4t all tho^e which fotlomd him /^

The Giannizzaries thcn(as ii hath beene fayd jare Jjf^f •'""'" ^ 
the beft fouldiors on foot, that the Tutkifh Em pire 
hath* TheyferucasthePr^^^m/afouldiours did, 
andihc Mamulukes y {ox ihti fauegard of their Lord, 
and as didthofe valiant youths that alwayes accom- 
panied the kings oiPerfia,yNho were called alfoT^w- 
torcs^ oxPorierSy as faith the Aiithour of that booke, 
whofe title is De mundo, amog the vvorksof Ariftotle. 
And thereupon it plcafed iome peraducnturc to 
thinkjthat the Giannezzaries were foteUcd of lanua \ 
i. a Doore, alluding to the word P(^rir^ii,that is to fay , Mot (o called 
the Courtofthegrcatiurke,becau(e his Court of -^;;'^^^;vo,dc 

Audience is ordinarily kept in the gate of his Palace. 
Butintruth,they are greatly deccyued therein: for 
a Gate in the Turkifli language is called C<J^/,and (o 
hx\ot Ianuai,^T>oxci and therefore the chiefe Por- 
ter is called by the Turkcs CapiftBafi.

old and experienced fouldiours, though in trutli 
vttcrly voide of any militarie difcipiine.

AMong all the iyiuxilime Sc^uldicrs, whofc fcr- 
uice and helpehee vfcth in his affaircSjWithout 
all doubt,thc chiefcft, the mofl: in number, nay the 
onely menarc the Tartarians : the knowledge of 
whom^bccaufc it is not peraduenture fo maniteft to 
cueneman, I will truly and faithfully difplay, as I 
haucdonc inallthinges before, and will doe alfo 
in thofe matters which arc tobeefet downc here- 
after .• following that which I haue learned and 
vnderftoodc from many perfons that are verie wor- 
thie of credite, and haue had long pradife and traf- 
fike with the Tartarians thcmfelues, and auoyding 
cfpccially thofc fables, which diu^rfe men haue 
writtenofthem. I will adde alfo thereunto feme- 
what ofthc Circafsians, as partly depending vppon 
them^and likewifc of the Curdians,of the Drufians, 
and of the Arabians. 

But becaufc there be diuerfe fortes of the Tarta- 
rians or Tartars, fo called peraduenture , hecaufe they 
Mre theReliques (as themrdtin deede ftgr^ipeth in the 
Syrian tongue) of thofe ifdraelites, that were tranfforted 
beyond M^dhheingthen not inhabited i Iwilltreate 
but onely of thofe that fcrue for our purpofe^ And 
thofe bee they , which are fubiedt to a King that 
kcepeth in Taurica . Whereof fome doe dwell 
in Europe^ and fome in o<fyXr,betweene'') the Poole 
cJI/^f^r/i'xallcdat thisday CMarDeUc Zabacche : the 
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KinctTdn^Sy called by the Tartarians 2>^»\* the 
riuer Folga, which they call Rha , and£^/7 , and 
the (Jiiengreilians , and Circafsians : and all thcfe 
are called Nogai . For the other Tartarians ^ on 
this fide and beyonde the Folga , betweene Mof 
fou/ay znd the Sea oi Baccu^ that is to fay the Caf* 
pian Sea> and the Georgians are partly fubied to 
the LMofcouite^ partly free and of themfelues, and 
partly vnder the iurifdiaion of rhc Turke , there 
where DemirCapiHandah , fometimes called the 
Cafpian or Iron Gates, 

This forefaide King is called the Tartar of . 
Crimo. No we Crimo or Kriim (call it as you lift) is icgiTibifca, 
thechicfeand principall Cittie of all the King- 
dome , although hee bee refident for the moft 
part in legni Bascca, zY^hce in Cherfinefus Taurica^ 
called at this day by the Polackesaud Sufians^ Pe. 
rMopska^ The Criw^ is beyonde that , neere to 
the Ditch, whereof the Tartarians^ efpccially by whythcTaw 
the fayde Polackes , and Mufians are called Precopifi, cliica p wo^ 
which is as a man may lay Zappahft innanfi , Dig- pifi. 
ged or delued foorth , fo rearmed of the worde 
P^'^^<9/>, which fignifieth a hollowing or a digging, 
andnot of a ccrtaiileKingof*theirs, whom lome 
willneedeshaue to bee one Procopio . Neither is 
it true (as others affirmc) that fuch a Ditch was 
made but of late, as it appeareth by Herodotus^ 
there where hee makcth mention of the Market of 
Cremne.

The Tartdrians ofEuropty that dwell in Tau- Tartarians 
ricA, and cut of Taurica , from the Poole -^4?^//i^ ^^^"^^P^^ 
to the greate Sea , can not bee hindered by the 
Mofiouiteh without the good leaue and pleafurc 
of the FoUccke . For they muft needes palTe 
through his Countrey,eytherby the way of Smo^ 
lensko , or clfc fomewhat lower , by the way of 
Tanais^ neercr to the Poole. But thofe way es are 
verie difficult, both in regarde oi the Riuers , and 
alfo of the Fcnncs and Marifties : and befides 
that> they are verie long. And thefe arc theve- . 

rie felfe hm^Sarmatians , which are oiSiirmtif^^^^^^^^^ 
in Europe and Afta :. For the Auncient Wri-mauani. 
tcrs doe nxakQ Scythia^ and Samatia , tO' bee all 

one. ^, 
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The Tamil- ' Thc Wcaponsofthc Trfr^rfrw^satc Sdmitarrcs 
ant weaponi. and Bowes . Andbccaufc they want that quan- 
titie of 5teeles both of wood and Iron , whereof 
they hauc great necde to make their arrowcs 
withall , they make them of Rcedes , whereof 
they hauc great aboundauncc • They arc ve- 
ric kecnc and fliarpc , which they can handle 
veric well and nimbly , as well in (hooting 
them foorth outright , as alfobackewardes, when 
they make as though they wouldc rctyrc and 
flie away : which kinde of fight they vfe more 
like to thceues then fouldiers. 

They all ride on Horfebacke .• their horfes 
are fmall, and vnfliodde : when they paflc ouer 
the Ices,which in thofc partes are vcrie great , they 
driuea crooked nayle into their horfes feete , to 
auoyde the daungcr of flipping •• couragious 
they bee , and verie apt to labour , and take 
paynes.

The Turkes do alfo greatly pradife militarie ftra- 
tagemeSjOrwilie poUiciesin warre, whereby tliey 
do vfe to mingle dcceite with force, according to 
the commandement of c^rf^^wer/ their la w-giuer ;

But they haue not hempe enough, and To by confe- 
quence they are not we!! prouided of Sayles.-and (b 
much the worfe, becaufc ihc Sultanc Ladies (who 
hau,gthirtieGaleonsofathou(imd & fiue hundred 
tunneapeece,andcightecne great Hulkes, which 
they fend into Alexandria with diucrs marchan- 
dife,; do draw out ofthe Arfcnal, with the good li- 
king and pleafure ofthe Grand-Turke, fayl & chor- 
dagCjafmuchasisrequifitefor the feruicc of their 
faid veffels. Befides that the officers, who hauc the 
charge ofthe faid Say Is, 8c fuch other like furniture 
for (hips, do keepe them but ill fauourcdly and lend 
them out eafily for gainc. 

The Turks do alio want nayls,(b that very often in 
deed therofjthcy are fain to vfe fharp wooddepins. 
Of Mariners they hauc great ftore. They enter- 
taynethc o<Ai/'/>/ principally to fcruc them in Sea 
actions. And if they fhould happen to want any, 
they would compell the cWm^/ to ferue in their 
Galcycs(for there isalwaics a great multitude ofthe 
in Confimtimple)^ other Grmms tbsit are their fub- 
iecSSjWhich do wholy attend that trade.To this pur- 
pofe alfo they keepe many boies exctcifed that way,

And truly if yee {hall 
well confider the nature of the whole generation of 
the Turkcs.ye (hall find all of them to attend none 
other thing,butonely to gather that they may giuc 
itafterwardctothc great Turke : fo that by tliis 
meancs,all the riches of that large Empire doe paflc 
through their handcs, as it were through water- 
pipes, into the huge Ocean of theit Emperouts

Thither come 
Confircatioiw,li'^^wifc, all confifcatioDS and foffcy tures , allfmc^ 
fiiiej,8cc. and amercements (which are vcric many) all the 
goods of fuch as are condemned by law,ail thcRe- 
uenue that is gathered of Cuftome and Import ; all 
the rent of Uie Salt-piis, and theTithcand tents oi 
all praycs that arc taken by land or by fca, of all cat- 
tell, and of all Harucftsin thcficlds-the profitealfo 
Mync!. of the Mines, whereof there are vcrie many in Scr^ 
uia,(\n{oamQh as it is called, Prcumciad* j4rgemo, i. ' 
thcProuinccofSiluer) in i?^j2r4 about /^/:(^, in ^4- 
m;(?;?/4,andclfcvvherc. All which ioyntly togirher, 
amounteth toa moft huge cjuantitie of goJde more 
or leffe , according to the grcedie auaricc of the 
Prince, and to the diligence, or rather infaciablenes 
and extoitionof hisofficers. 
Tnbutcofthe Befidcs all this,theTurkedotf)airoIcuiea tribute 
ChaftiaHs. vpon thc Chriflians^which is^LSultanmew^on eiic- 
tie Head,or Poll of them, affoone as they are abouc 
Tnbuff ofthc ^^Mf^^^^ gW^^ .-which tribute is now encreafed to 
Turks them- a higher rate, by occafion of this prcfent warrc* 
fduci. There is likewifc a certainc redemption of that, 

which is payed by theTurkes according to the rate 
of hue and twentie ^fpres^ pcccc ^ and is called a 
Gift, becaufe ic is expreffcly forbidden by their law 
that the Turkes flioulde take any tribute of the 
Turkes. .

cuftome of that Empire. Tobecfliort,hewasmoft 
refpefliue and hcediein all his expenctsas well or- 
dinarieasextraordinarie,thofeonly excepted which 
helaide out vpon his women; who (although they 
were his flaucs) yet was it his pleafure, that when 
they departed from his entcrtainement , and em- 
braccment, they fhould bee greatly enriched, and 
well furniflied with lewcls. 

To all (hefc things before rehearfcd, there may Yc^^rh Tri- 
be added a matter, which without tear es cannot bee bucci of chiw 
remembrcd,and that is,the tributes (or rather to vfc ^**" P"«ce» 
a more modeft name for it,thc BenetioUncesand Gra- Xurk^^^*' 
/j^///W) which the Chriftian Princes do vfually giuc 
to the great Turkc. The memorie whereof ought 
tocnkindle,yeaandcnflame them with a moft iuft 
dildaincand indignation againft fo barbarous and

Finally,there be alfo many Rewardes and Gra- ^^^^^.^.^^ ^^ 
tuities,whichtheforefayd Princes do beftow extra, traordinaryto 
ordinarily vpon the officers of that barbarous Prince the Turke an^ 
tokeepethem to bee their friends rand which vpon hisOffkcr,. 
diuerfe and fundry occafions they beftow alfo vpon 
himfelfc,eithcr to holde him in friendlliip>or to pa- 
cific his rage and furie (which is fometimcs eager in 
deed, and fomtimes but countcrfaite) orellcthey 
giue it for a certaine Ceremonie:becaufe (as I hauc 
fignified before; he doth account this kindc of pro- 
fite to be verie honourable vnto him . Bcfidcs that 
all fuch as defire Offices and Dignities, or returne 
from the gouernments of Prouinces ,or from^fome 
notable cntcrpricc.do beftow vpo him (as it were by

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bond and dutie; the godlieft and moft precious 
things which they haue gotten : Neither is there 
any other caufc why his pleafure is that all the pre-* 
fentesjwhicharcolteredvntohim, (houldthus o- 
penly and in publike view be prefenied to his owne 
prefence, buconely with this barbarous pride and 
oftentation to enflame and prouoke both his ownc 
fubieds & ftrangcrs to beftow the more vpon him.

Ow that wc haue feene the nature and 
conditions of ikf4i&^w;^, the headc and 
chicfe of this Ottoman Empire , and 
what are the members, ftrength, and 
forces of this inoft monftrous bodie,as 
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I may call it: fitandcoriuenicntitis : that for the 
full and perfe<5i knowledge thereof, we fliould goe 
about to fearch the purpofes and dcfignemcnts, 
which the (aid Af4)&^^^^ hath againft other Princes, 
andfpecially againft the Princes Chriftian. to the end 
wc may the better vnderftand the true caufes of this 
prefent warre,togither with the beginning and pro- 
ceedings thereof. But forafmuch as this warre be* 
gan,euen in the time o^Amurath, father to the now 
lining Emperour, it will be neccflfarie for our better 
intelligence to fpeake fomewhat of him,and to fetch 
the true originall of the faid war euen from thence ;

pleafurcs of fenfualitie,which are fo familiar and tol- 
lerable among the Tiirks,hc was rather c6tinent,the 
otherwife,e(pecially in that mod abhominable fin bC 
lecherie^and chiefly for many yeares before the end 
of his life* Moreoucr,if a man that is a niggard & a- 
varicious, may be called a loucr of lufticc, he was a 
great loner of that iuftice v^hich is known amog the

Atidfobythat meanelihallgiueyou amcre 
full and certaine knowledge of the Ottoman affaires, 
and therewithall note alfo vnto our Princes the pur- 
poles and dcfigncmcnts of that tyrant , hotonely 
to the endc that they might in time looke about 
rhcm, and bcthinkc themfelues of fit remedies for

This Prr^/ ad uifed, that G^^^^r^fliould bee Hcadnerti- 
conqueredj becaufe he thought that the faidc For-^cthtoaitcmft 
trcffc did kccpe Caftcll Nuouo (as it were) in bon- ^^^*^*'^* 
dage, and that it was the principall key o(Dalmaiia^ 
ofthc Adriatike Sca^and of r^;*/V^, And alfo that hee Andronig.

verie wellknow eucn from his yongeft yearcs, that 
thefaid Fortrcflfe^which is famous in that pf ouince,

a runiour among them^ that the faid fifhings arc re n- 
ted at a hundred thoufand duckats,whereas in deed 
there is no tpore payed for thcii) , then fix thoufand 
or thereabouts. 

Some other Baflaes were of opinion, that the^^^^^ ^

full refolution to furprife that part that fliould bee 
found moft couenicnt and commodious for them. 
Which courlb they did thiokc wpuld very eafily ifbrc 
r6'Veri.egoodpurpofe,bccaufetheyprcfumed, that 
all the places which lay vpon thefea > might vcrie 
fitly bee annoyed alfo vpon the land, for that the 
Turkes haue almoft all thatCountrey in their, pof- 
fefeion; Thefe Baffes likewifeabbue allotherat^i 
tempts,propounded the eafinefife and alfo the great ^^j^^^^ ^^^^ 
importance of poffcfsion F^/4,and UagugtAiTht one 
becaufeitisaCitie , which is altogither diflnhabi- 
ted, and hath avcriefairchaueni and is fituate in 
Iftria -and is alfo a prouincenot verie welfurnifhed 
with Souldiers and inhabitants, nor gready ftreng- 
chetied or fenced with Fortreffes:and principally,be- 
caufe it fecmeth that the faid City oiPoh y is not^i- 
ftantiVdm Venice y aboue a hutidredandctwcritic 
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sinan CicaUy an errant cnemle to the flate of Vt- 
nice, for the reafons which we haue aboue alledged, 
he perfwaded that C^r/g(?lJiould bee attempted, for 
the felfe-Farae caufcs,for which he callcth it the Lan- 
ter ne of the ArchipelagOy and the fpie of the Turkifll 
a(9:ions,erpecially for that it is manifeftly perceiucd 
and fccne:how the Chriftians may eafily pafle oucr 
into MoreayOXXl of this Ifland.So did Damaratus king 
oftheZ//r^^^«;<);f/4»/,whenhewasbaniflied out 6f 
' his kingdom,aduiceand convikW Xtrxes , that if he 
would attainetothe Lordfliipandgouernmcnt of 
Greece, hee muft poffcffe himfelfeof this Ifland 
which at this time was called C^//&^r4. 

Other Baflaes there were, which held opinion, 
that to be reuenged of the fpoyles and robberies 
committed by the ryi-i^^^Ai f of whom I willlpcake 
(bmewhat hereafter) and tomeetewith other their 
wrongs and iniuries , they rtiould furprizeiV^/^/gr^^ 
andZrfr^.-orattheleaft^thattherf^^/i^w fliould be 
inforced and of necefsity conftrained by th^means 
to be boundjCo pay al the lofles and dam^fges which 
thoferouetsand thceucs had wrought againft the 
Turkes, both by land and by fea. Forther^;»^^/^i 
had denied to be bound to make any fuch recom- 
pencc,bccaufcinthe publikc Bookes and Regiftcrs 
of ConftAntim^le^ihQtt was not to bee found any a- 
greementj or any payment forthefame, as in truth 
there was not. The fame Baflaes alfo were of opini- 
on, that it were fit the Venetians flioaldbee fpoylcd 
and bereaucd of their Fifliings uButhroto, which 
at this day is corruptly called Butintro^ (a place di^ 
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miles. And the other, that is to fay R4gu^ia,bccau(c 
it is ras it were) the fecond Gate , (tor the Brft and 
Sir""'' chiefeft is thought to bee Corfu) whereby yoa 
may enter into the MarttimaU and Scalfate ot 
the Venetian Commpn-wealth in the Adriaticall 
fca, and alfo becaufc the fitu^tion therefore, is moft 
fit and conuenient for preparation to be made there- 
in,for annoy ing otlt^Uc if they (hould racane to to^ 
doingoodearncftrefpe^ally , for that the ftateot 
Xugmia hath within it moft lafe and fp^cious portes 
and hatiens, whereof indeed the Turke hath great 
want in that quarter of the fea. 
What pom For Duraz^o hath not any h?uen able to receiue 
the Turkc fo^^je GaUics,amd alfo in the ent|:anx:e tl^er^ot ,there 
Adtuktra- arc many aattes and (hclfes which ate verie daun- 
gcrous-Twclue miles beyond Duraz^zo^ vndcr the 
Cape or Promotori^ of /:4^<^i&/,thereis an other har- 
borough for twenty galIi€S>or there aboutcs,but it is 
not verie (afc ; neither are there any great good wa- 
ters about it.In the Gulfeof Velon^, there is alfo an 
other harborough vnderthe landfor fo many gal- 
lyes likcwife. Somewhat nearer onthis fide , about 
fomc eight miks, is the HaiV?ncalle4 P^o Saiufea, 
where may lodge fome thiriie<3ally(;s,but not verie 
fafelyonthcNorth,ontheNprthw^ft> npron the 
Weft.

iouldpaffethither (almoftall the way) by their 
owne houfes. That the principal! Holdes of the 
Kinedome of Hungari<,namely Belgrad0,Buda, and 
MlRegaU^rndthetcHthzt are of the greateftim- 
portanc1,werepoU"effcdandgardcdvetiewellwith 
the Tutkifli garrifons; And that although fome dil- 
tomfiture might peraduenture happen, yet would 
they be moft conuenicnt receits for the Rehqucs ot 
thearmic,where they may beas weU dcfcnded^nd 
prcferired , as alfo repaired and renued witljluch 
helpcsand ay des, as are there nigh at hand. That 
thcEmperor fcemedto be inclined rather topeace 
thcnto watrc : andit may bealfo, thathceisnot lo 
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well eftcemed and obciecl by all thje Princes of Ger«' 
manlcas his degree rcquireth. ; That all the Priiiccs- 
of Germanic were diuided ^as; well in regard of 
their iniereft in Religion^andin ftate,as alfp particu- 
larly in refpcaof the eleatoaofthe Newe i^iog of . 
Romanes.That they arc almoftwearie (as lome of 
the Prot'ftant Princes docreucrally rcportcjof the 
a;oiiernement of the houfe of i-^»/?rw:: and that, 
they are aUo' too much giueii toUheloue oftheiC' 
treaCures and riches. ■ An-d fi«aliy,that li'eing there 
are many ycarcs paflcd firicethe Germancs haue 
handled neither Launce nor Arcubufe,they cannot 
now tell how to take Armcs,nor to vfe theni : be- 
fides that they will hardly bee obedient totheir Ca- 
pitancs. Laftly, That cuen asthe faidc Almancs 
thcmfelues would alwaycs dwell in murmur and - 
diftfiift with the Hungariansj with thclialians and 
with the Spaniardcs,as often as they Ihould goe to, 
the warres together/bCcaufe thbfcnations ace natu- 
rally not well liked, (I will not fay hated) by them : 
SothefaydeDutchmen, being enemies among 
themfelues for the diuerfuie of Hcrefies which they 
follow.willalwayesbeeafraydc, leaft iftheEmpe^ 
rbur ftould obtaine the vidoric and remainc Gon' 
^ qucrour, that then they fhalffete compelled to for- 
fake their licentious liberty, and toobcy the Pope s. 
Sothatthereisnodoubt, but that they will rathet 
forbeare to fight, then to bclpe. thcif prince and 
'HfXut themfelues'. To tee njort,that th6re CQuldbeno 
ro a,d of other feareof any aide or fuccoursjiwhich thcEtnpcrour 
"' " "" might hauc ofother princes. Not of the Polacke,, 
lior of the-TranfylaafiiaB, afwcll in regarde of the: 

peace 
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pcac^,which is between the Great Turke and the, 

iis alfo for that they will be in doubt, haft they fliold 

draweallthe tide and force of the warre into their 

owne States and Dominions. Befidcs, that the 

one pf them would be afrayde, lead hcc Ihould bee 

enforced to abandon the Frontiers, and retire hini- 

fclfc to the frozen Sea, and the other lead he fliould 

bee depriued of that Eftate, which hcc poifelTed by 

thq Graunt of the Ottoman Honfe. Moreouer^that 

the KingofSpaine^whoisthe onely Man that can 

helpethe houfe of Auftria in decde,tsothervvifeim- 

ploycd and bufied That the pope cannot yccld fup- 

ply for all, that fliall bee necdefuU in this bufincs. 

Tiiat the Italian' princes will not runne in hafteto 

fpendtheirTreafures, nor confumc their fubie(5i:es 

for an other mans bencfitc. And for conclufion. 

That the State of rV;^/V^, doubting that it fhoulde 

thereby prouoke the Ottoman Forces againft ic 

'^felfe, would rather ftay to fee theiflfueandfuccefle 

ofthc warre, then it would put it felfe to a ccrtaine, 

or at leaft to a doubtful! danger of ouerthrowingit 

felfc. 

And thefe werethe feuetall opinions of the 
yifiersj inconfidcrate no doubt for the inoft parte, 
andagrccabletorheir barbarous temerity andra(h- 
njss whereby rhey fainevnto themfelues that thofe 
thmgcs^reeafie, which afterwavdes by experience 
th^y prpuenoi;QneUc to bee difficult and hard, but 
jaifo ive^y dangetio^s and pernitiousi 
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BVt for as much as my meaning is to fatisfic thofc 
alfo, that may in any fort doubt of the varictic 
and ttuth of the things, which I haue fpoken, I will 
addc hereunto in briefe, how the Turkcs come ac- 
quainted with our matters , and how wee come ac- 
qainted with theirs .'though it be rnoft certaine^ that 
the like confultations are proper to all Princes, 
and particularly to the OttcmanWmcts , as among 
other examplcs,we know that Sdimanj and the laft 
4$'W/w,didvfethefame5 the one of them by exami* 
ningwith his Baffaes the forces of all thcPrinces of 
the world » andthc other byaduifing with ihem^ 
which might be the moftccrtaine way to conquer 
thcChriftians. 

Without doubt the great Turke^and the great 
men of that Courte are verie well informed and ad- 
uettifed , afwell of all actions that day lie happen , as 
alfo of the defignementes andpurpofcs, yea and 
ofthemoftfccretcoanfeilesofour Princes, fbme- 
tymes by the merchautites , which of all nations arc 
atConftantinople, and fometymesby the Slaues, 
whom the Turkseueryday. A great number wher- 
of, doe alfo vcrie oftentimes mod impioufly denic 
and renounce the faith and religion of Chrift,eit hcc 
for rewards that are propounded and offered vnto 
them,or elfc to auoyd the moft hoiirible and cruell 
punillimet, which they had befo?g,endured at their 
barbarous hands , or peraduenture for fome other 
endandpurpofe , as did of late yearcs one of the 
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Emperours Secretarie , who was refident at Con^ 
fiantimple. Bcfidcs that the Hcbrues, who are the ThcEmpcroii 
moft cunning and craftie fearchcrs and inquirers of s^^^^«^^^^^^«' 
matters, and moft mortall enemies to theChrifti-^cgado 
ans,are diCperfed in great number ouer all the Tur- Tb«: icwes. 
ki(h dominion , efpccially by reafon of the traffiuue 
which they vfe continually in the Ottoman Market 
townes, and alfo for the tollcsand cuftomes which 
are almoft wholy in their handes , through all that 
ftate- And they thinke, thatbyferuingtheTurkes 
for fpies and priers into our anions and affaires they 
fliall not only fecurcthemfclues of their goods,their 
ownc perfons,and their children, but alfo that they 
fhall reape great game andcommoditicofimpor- 
tance,whereby they doc much gratifie and plcafurc 
the great eftates of that Empire^Thc laft war which 
the Venetians had with thcTurke,was muchocca- 
fionedby ov\tlohn Miches an Hebrew, who was dif- lohn Miches 
contented with rhem., becaufc hee co.uld not by * ^«^- 
ftealth conueigh away certain marchandizes,which 
vnder a forged name he had caufcd to be brought to 
Femce.OioncIolm Lopez^ar\Hchvc\v alfo(whofe pic- lohn Lopci 
turc by order of the holie Inquifition was of late «'J«w, 
yearcs burned at Rome) it is moft certainly knownc 
for a truth , that hee imparted and commnnicated 
with Amurath many fecrctes of Pope Xiftus, ^mtus 
which he by efpiall had found and learned whiles 
he remained in iJ^we.Laftly ^it is not to be doubted^ 
but that the Turkcs docalfo keepc diuerfe Spies in 
pay.that arencare toal the Princes in Ghriftendom: ^^^^;2^^ 
ycafand that which is a great matter , but yet it is 
»4iel cucu aaiong the Zwiacrs *ind Grifons of 
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purpofe to vnderftand what Icuics of Souldiers are 
made of thofe peoples. 

§ XV.. 

Hovs^wccomc A Nd as touching our Chriftiah Princes, the ex- 
tot he know- XjLpences are moll notorious and well knowne^ 
Sk^atorcs which thcy bcftow^not onelv to learne the counfcls 
one of another, (and that oftentimes- to the great 
fhame and domage of thofc that ierue thcmin thcfe 
aa:ions)but efpecially and principally to vnderftand 
the counfels anddefignements of the Turke their 
common encmic. For thofe Princes which hauc the 
great^ft intereft andentercouyfc witihibini, dokeep 
(euen within the Citic oiConfimtmph) many ^pies 
in pay 5 yea gluing wages andftipends totbevcrie 
Iewes,and aUb to fuch Turkes , as are moft in tru/l, 
and neereft in credite with th6 chiefc fia(Iaes,bpfides ; 
the large gifts which they liberally beftowvpon o-, 
thcrs,when they haue any matter of moment com- 
municated vnto them. Moreouer, the Baffaes them- 
felucswill not fticke fometimesto impart to out 
Embaffadours fuch matters, as are propounded a- 
mong them in thcirfecrcte andpriiiie CpiJincclI bc^ 
fore the great Turke himfelfe.- althpughhe doth vfe 
verie oftentimes to call his CounccU into the ficldc, 
taking occafion togo on hunting,t.o the end itfliuld 
4lot bee: foeaficcfocany particular perfQns 
why the Bar- thedepth 6f his deliberations* Butthe Baflfaes ^i?$ 
fhcTmk^cs'' hereunto mbu€dvpoadiuerfean4 fundrie confide-' 
fccrctcs/ i rations.* foiTiietimes vpon affedioiJ*a3/h^rctQfpre did 
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tlic Wi>/^^// of that time, to the Agents of the Hate ^^^l*-^^ 
of Venice* 

Muphti is the chief eft man among the Turkes in their 
fftrmaUSuferftiti0ns^(^' the chieje Interpreter of the law 
iff MahomctjAnd is of Ji^ great authoritie in ^expaniap-' 
farance that in matters ofcounfel his opinion is neuer con- 
tradiSiedorgainfaid.'lfaj inapparancc^ bee aufe when 
theTurkeisdifpofed to haue any matter gee forwarde in 
^leeditheMuphiieitherforflatterie^ or forfeare^ is the 
firH and chiefeft man to commend it. 

Sometimes the Baflaes are moucd (b to doc, for 
that by quarrelling ^and iarring among thcmfclues, 
they thinke by thefe meanes the more eafily to di- 
fturbethedefignements and purpofes of their op- 
pofites^as peraduenture theatorcfaydeBaflfaes did, 
and as Sinanmd Fcrat at lafl: were wont to doe. Or 
to be {liorr,they are verie oftentimes moued there- 
unto , becaufeall Turkes generally are beyond all 
mcafure greedieot bribes and gifts : as for example 
amon^eBaffaes^thatfame Hafan fhewed himfelf 
to be,who was a Venetian of theCi/^^ri, and Gene- "The cunning 
rail ofthc Sea before Cicala. For when one of the u^^^'^l^a$^ 
Vifiers had offered in Conncell to the gteat Turke 
thathewouldfurprifcthe Citieof C^Wi?fi and was 
' not hearkened vnto, but rather repi'oued for his .ri- 
diculous vanitie, heewent ftraightto the Venetian 
Bailojbr Agent, and told him, that whereas fuch a 
matter was propoundedin the Cpiincell by others, 
he withftoode it/or the naturall aff^^lpn which he 
carried towardes that Gommpn wealth ,: for the 
which he receiued a moft rich prefcrntt Laftly, it is 
true alfo.that the ottoman Counfellcrs do re warde

Andfodociheylikewifc to their wo- 
men .• whercopbn itcommcth to pafle, that the Sut- 
urn Laditsf who arceither thcKinf-folkes or thefe- 
Boritcsofthe great Turke, dwcllingGonunuaUy m 
the 5dyw/.v«jWhere a1 principal bufinefles are ma- 
meed and handled) become acquainted with thcte 
fecrctcs, which aftevwardes for veric rich gifts and 
prefcnts that are fent to the faid Ladics,from theot- 
Hccrs and Agents of fuch Princes as the leGretes doc 
concerne, by the Eanuches that wait vpon them 
andkeepethem,are vctie eafily difclofed and reuca- 
led.Moreouer they do fometimcs indcuour with all 
their ftudie and induftric, to performe lome notable 
feruice tow ards fome Prince, to the end they imght 
receiuc the oftner and richer Gratuities from him. 
The mother of the now reigi»ing Turkcpr^endeth 
to honour the ftate of Vcnice,and craueth dPit venc 
many times fome reward forthe famc.It is not long 
ago fince all the Stdtm Ladies requefted of thp layd 
Haieithatitwould forbid thecarryingout^ofcertain, 

stathm made feathers that ate counterfeited and forged of glaQc, 
"** *• at itf«r<»w: which being ioyncdandfcttogither, do 
much refemble thcpluracs made of aHcros fethers. 
And this requeft they made,becaufe the laid coun- 
terfeit or forged feathers, were foldfogood' cheapc 
at'Ctf»/Z4»«»«>/'/<,andlyct did fo pleafcand latjsfie the 
people, that thelaid ^»//4»* Ladies could not fell at 
fohigharate, as before they did, thegoodly bun- 
chesand bundles offcathersoffcuc£aUi)itds,whicit.

the turkes : ) for that ZiftgiChau ( who by fome is

Hcrcunto hee was 
thereunto by gifo encouragcd and heartened by Sinm Cicala, atter 
SinanCicaii, (hat hcc perecyued hcc had not pcrfwaded theen- 
terprifeof Cw-^*: hopibgwithall to obtaync the 
GeheraMhipp^.wherebyhec might put downehis. 
Oppofites, and putchafe greatc riches: efpecially. 
hauing authortty,as ind'eedefor the fpacc of fcauen 
ycares hee had,to doo whatfoeuct the Great Tuike 
himfclfe might haue done,if hee had bcene prefent 
By HaflantHe intheCampc. Moteouct Haffm thc^ih oiBofra, 
BiffaofBofoa a man rather tcmerarious and headdte, then valo- 
rous: (if yce confider whathcdidinCwd«4;con- 
tinuallie foUcited ^murath to the fame purpofe ; ; 
both for the fclfe fame end, whieh is common to 
allthcTurkes, that is to fay, to enrich hirofelte by 
ihcmeanes ofwarre, andalfo becaufehecyerihe 
beleeucd,that by thiscourfe he fljouldfafelyatt^ine, 
and corns to thofefupreiTic honours and,dignrties^ 
which were foretold him by'the fuperftitious^South. 
faycrs. For bceing the Great Turkeschicfc Cut- 
throte or Executioner jIk was amoft vaine obferuct 
offuchdiuinationsr Whereupon to latiifie Sttim 
"andhiiiifclfe,heedidcontinually i»d«jcrtife,^d inr 
form the Turke of the loffcs and domagcs that were 
moughtbythcfff^rA^;andbythe Subieasofthc: 
Arch-duke, and of the butninges and fppiles that 
they committed whilbs they oucrranne the Counr' 
crey : wherewith he did alfo affurcihimithat t:hebeft 
courfe hee could take, was tobeginne the warrp 
Mi thofe partes,and aftecwardcspurfue the fame cir 
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thcr againft the Emperour,or againft the Venetians, 
orclfcpafsingoucrona fodaine into 7*4//^ (aswas 
doneinthedayesofc^4^('m^ oiBaiaicet, and of 
Soliman) to put all the princes of that Prouince into 
an exceeding feare,and fo to reape and bring home 
moft rich and wcalthie fpoyles.Yea he fohcited him 
fofarre , that at the laft hee obtained licence of the 
Turke to begin the warre, by making himfelfc to be 
fceneand knowne that hee was in the confines of 
the Emperour : but yet with fecrct commifsion,

fcthatouer-rannetheCountreyin the conhnesot 
Perfia at the laft warres,in token that the Turke had 
broken the peace with him, was called eucn by the 
fame name /r#», being the BalTa of f'4», which is 
a Citie either otMedea, now called Seruan^md raaj- 
pracm^ in the confines thereof, and vvas fomtimes 
the vttermoft>laee that the Turkes had toward Ter- 
/?4fawd the fame i/#»was none otherwife oner- 
throwen by the Perfians , then as aftcmardes it 
happenedto this H#»,infighting with the Empe^ 

rialiftcs. ■ 
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What the vf-TlVtbecaufcI hauc oftentimes macfe mention of 
cocchibc. JJche ^^rrfe,it will not be farre from thepurpofe, 
before I paffe to other matter, briefly to tel youAvho 
they be,and fo much the rather , bccaufc they were 
the occafion of fo great a warre. It is not true, that 
thofe whom wee call vfiocchi , (which fignifieth by 
the Sclauoinc wordc «f^^^/,Skippers,or Leapers,bc- 
caufe they skip and leape like G6ats,with their cor- 
ded flboocsvpon the toppes of the MountainesJ It 
is not true (I fay/that they are Inhabita*nts of Chi- 
wera,zs louiusaad others that follow his opinion do 
bcleeuc. For the VfiocM do dwell about fiuc hun- 
Thc vfcocciu drcd miles diftant from ihcChimeriott€s{m.A yet they 
mctiotS ^"^^t^oth people of^/^rfw^) in the Mountaincs that 
all one people, are Called {^cro-ceraumi^in the mouth of the Gulfc, 
right againft the Cape of SamaMaria^thc vttermoft 
Promontorie of all Italic • The Vjcocchi ipeake the 
Sclauoine fpeech,but the Chimeriottes the Albanian: 
The one liue after the Romifh rite , the other after 
the GreekcThe one are a companie gathered togi^ 
thcr^and that but of a few^the other aaturall by coit- 
iry^and many in number. Among the Vfcocchi there 
bee many \j\€urlAcchii^\i\c\i cdtnnot flay vndcr the 
Turkc^and many that arc banilhcd by the ftate neer 
to the Venetians and other Brinccs therabouts^ and 
wKat tiic Mar fled to the ^^^f ^/ for verie pouertie.

caufe they would not bee troubled with the great 
Turke^asalwayestheyarc, when his fubieftes are 
fpoyled , by demaunding amendes for the fame. 
Moreouer, the Vfcocchi haue within this litde time 
laid their hands to robbe the Chnftians alfo of their 
niarchandizcs, and pkticularly the Venitians , not 
(as their Vaiuodes and Arambafsido fay) for the lof- 
fes which they receyued thefe latl yeares, whiles 
they were bcfieged in^y^^;^^, but in truth to enrich 
themfclues,byaU the iniuriouswayesand mcanes 
they could.Wherevnto they doe the more willing- 
ly applic themfelues,becaufethey knowverie well 
that they cannot be hindred or at leaft veric hardly, 
by thcfaid Venetians, for that they come backed 
and aflfifted by the Imperialiftes , and can quick- 
ly recoucr their owne home, as in deede they doc 
both fafely andfecurely,artd whenfoeuer they lift. 

Thefe Vfeocchijmay come forth into the Sea,

The Venetians do kccpediuerfeGallyes> and 
Batkes armed, that walkc continually vp and down ^ow the vf- 
thefe Channelsto hinder the Vfcocchi, but by rcafbn cocchi may 
ofthemanydiforders,thathauehctherto hapcned, \^^^ 
there are now but fome Gallyes onely ,or at leaft ac- 1 hctunig« 
companied with a fe w e Barkcs of fmall auaile* It 
wcreverie neceflarie, principally to multiplie the 
number of Barks, which beingbackcd behind with 
Gallyes, might cafily fee vppcnthc Vfcocchi : and 
then without all doubt they inight make the pafTagc 
for Marchantesto bee more fafc and fecure: and fo- 
much the better if there were appointed certainc 
Watchcs.euen in fiich places as were fittcft for that 
purpofe. And although to doe this, thecoftcsand 
charges would be of fome moment, yet they might 
wf U bee borne, confidering they fh;Ul bee vfcd but 
for a fmall time; for the P/f^r^^rbeiag once (cue- 
red and fcatteredj they cannot fo eafily \ nitc them- 
felues together againe : And the Marchants alfo no 
double, would willingly contribute to the charges, 
forafmuch asitcoiicerneth their benefite and inter- 
eft principally. There might alfo a remedy be had 
againft their Theeueriesinanother fort, that is, by 
contributing to the chiefeCaptaines of thefaid Vp 
r^i:r)&/, a certaine fummc of money competent, to the 
end they ihoiild abflaine from doing any domage 
bySca,cyihertatheTurkes.orGhriftians . For to 
R hinder 
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hinder thceuesftom robbingjcfpeckly fijch as thefe 
bee^who are very couragious and bardie, isa thing 
almoft inipoffible, vnlcife it might bee performcdm 
deed by an open warre .

fignifying fo muchto the greatTurkehimfelf whoic

againft the king of Spaine, of purpofe to diuert him 
from the warre , which the (aid king continued a- 
gainft their Princes. Their inftant motions they re- 
inforced againe after the two ouerrhrowes giuen 
lo thetwoi!//ij(^w,theone mCroatia^ and the other 
in Hungarie : and a white after that , the ftirres and 
tumults ofalmoft an open rebellion that were pcr- 
^*eiuedin Conflantinopk ^ which after the death of 
x^murath, were much morercnued inii/4*4«;^^i 
time. They did alfo moft manifeffly fet before his 
eyes the difficnltiesofthis prcfent warre5& brought 
liimtoa confideration how much moreeafily the 
other might be eflfeftcd. IVIoreouer,they confidcrcd

^H E fecond thing to be confidered is thisuf the 
- lurke rcfufe to make peace ioyntly with the 
Empcrour andthe Vranfiiuanian togither, whether 
thcfe Princes ought to agree to a peace theone with 
out theothcr.Certaine it is , that to doe it feuerally 
anddifioyned , would bee to the great daunger of 
him thatisthe weaker, or of him thitts excluded 
out of the peace, and alfo it would bee agaynft the 
confederacie,againftthecouehants and conditions 
whcruiito they haue {wornc,and againft the promi- 
res,'which they haiteboth made to the Pope. More- 
ouer,who can doubt but that it would alto bee a- 
gainftalUawand dutie of gratitude on the bmpe- 
rours behaUcin regarde of the fingiilarbenehte, 
which liee hathrcccyuedby this open dcclafation 
thatthe Tranfiluanian hath made againft theTurl^e? 
and on the Tranfiluanians part,woUld it not bee a- 
savnftthe obferuation and keeping of his worde, 
whichhe pfofeffcth tobc inuiolable,and3uitc con- 
tfiiric tothat whichhe hath hitherto refufcd to doe, 
although he hath beene therUnto required, bothby 
the laft, atid alfo by this now prcfcnt Empcrour ot 
theTurkeS, with moftample and large condition^ 
of berieatcbf honorable tytks, and of pcrpetuall 
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protc^Han > Which if the Empcrour Ferdimntk 
had rcgardcd^moft ccrtainc it is, that little leffc then 
allHungariehadbccnc at this day in the poflfcfsion 
ofourenemes. 
No faitU itt Moreoucr^who can cuer promife to himfelfe a» 

Infidels^ ny faith in an Infideli,without feare, thathc will not 
br cake the bonds of all lawfull peace at his pleafurc* 
confidcring that princes, 8c fpecially the barbarous 
Princes ncuer wanted plaufible and likely ptetenfcs 
foto do as the Venetians do know verie well by the 
faith and promife,that Selim did breake with thetn^ 
in theyeare i570.befidesalmoft an infinite number 
of cxampleSjthat might bealledged thereof Which 
^ point ofbreachoffaith,ahh<)Ugh in truth no prince 
uanian is^^to ^^" ^^ rcafon fcarc, yet certainc it is , that the Tran- 
fcarc breach filuanlan Prittcc hath an exceeding great caufe to 
St*''^^^ feareit, bccaufethe Ottomanhowkthivkcxh^ that 
from him onely it hath receiued all the iniuries 
and al theloflcs ofthis prefent warre,andthatby his 
oncly Rebellion (for to doe the T urkes call this his 
iuftandlawfuUde(ire,which he hath to withdraw 
himfelfe from the TurkilTiroiieraigntie^ll their dc- 
iignenrwdnts and complots haue beene interrupted 
and fruflrated,and the courfeof their hoped vido- 
ries vtterly ftoppfcd .• and fo much the rather ought 
he to feare it, forthat if the whole tide and force of 
the warrc fliould come vpo him alone,hardly could 
hcdefendvhimfellcfromfo mSgbtie an cnemie , if 
he fhould not he aydcd and fuceoured , neither by 
the PoIacke,nor by the Eraperour ; for of himtelfie 
alone he is but a poore and a wealcc Prince. And al-* 
though It may fccme^that hehatti a fl;ateiortified>y 

nature, 
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maturc^and therefore might peraduenturc be defen- 
ded for fometime,yet in the endehe fhould of nc- 
cefsitie be conftrained ^ either willingly or by force 
to yccld to that power, which is now growne to be 
fo terrible and fearefuU to the whole worlde both 
for number of pcople,andalfo for treafure,and in re- 
fpeAofallnianer of furniture forwarre, almoftin- 
uincible. 

Neither fhould the Emperour be free from feare 
in this point^iftheTranfiluanian fhould be at peace Tfe^ 
withiheTurkc: beciuie it would be inoughforthe^^^j;;;^^^ 
Ottoman Empcrour onely to haucthefe princes dif^ 
sarmedforatime. For hee knoweth verie well with 
howgreatdifficulty Soiildiers are brought togither 
^gaine vnder their enfignes,after that they arc once 
rettirned homer^nd efpecially how hard it is for the 
Emperour ,who is conftrained to makdwarre rather 
with auxiliarieSouldiers^then with his owne ^ Who 
alfo cannot come to fUdcOUt' him without fome 
time , and the meeting togither of circuites and 
dietes,which are to be holden ,before any thing can 
be done. 

And thus ypon thefe reafoHS that haue beene fet 
downe^it may be concluded Vene refolutclyj that to

Of truth it is not to bethought,thathe will renuc 
thcwarreagainftthcKingof Perfia, aithelcaft as 
Notagainft yei^ gnd not being prouoked thereunto .* becaufc 
Perfii? the Souldicrs of Europe , whoare the fincwes and 
ftrength of his Arnfrics,doc abhorrcto go thither, by 
reafon ofthclengthof iheipurnc)^, thcwantofvit- 
tailes,thcroughnGffeo£ thewayes, andthebrauc 
valour of the Perfians . And fo much the leffe is it 
likely that he wiHrcnucthcwarre there, becaufe it 
is but a while agocfioce hecmade. peace with tha|; 
king,andfor thiat he hath notasycifullic eftablilhed 
the foundations ofhisnewFortteflcs. And to bee 
btiefe, the Perfian indeed wantcth no Souldicrs

of Chriftcndome (hould earncftly and throughly 
aduife themfelucs,how to maintame it in her former 
cftate>fo that no notable damage may light vpon it; 
and Co much the rather/or that enioymg her lawfull 
andaunciencliberticand neutralities with her pub- 
like confultation it doth neuer offend any Prince in 
the world. And aboue all the reft, itbehoueth the 
king Catholike fo to doe^either by combining him- Spccuity by 
frlf e with the Venetians, or by fuccoutmg them o- gp^j^,- 
therwifc : as well bccaufe it is veric likely , that the 
Turke will not imploy his forces,oncly for the fub- 
duingof the Venetian eftate;but thereby to hauea 
more eafie way to attempt Italie,wherof the crownc 
of Spaine dooth pofTefTe the faireft and goodlieft 
partes ; as alio becaufc the other Princes are not 
pcraduenture altogither fufficient by Sea to van- 
quiQi the enemie with any fecuritie , vnleflethey 
(hall hclpc one another with monies , with vit- 
tailes.with Souldiers,& fpccially with Gaily flaucs, 
and Marriners,which certainly is a matter very con- 
fiderablerFor without doubt the true way & means ^^^^^^^ ^^^ 
vtterlytodefeateanddeftroytheenemie, will bee to oucrthrow 
to vanquiOi him by Sea,efpeciallyinthefe times, the J^rkc^is 
wherein hee, haih not an Armada of aay account, ^ 
and is alfo greatly deflitute of Matriners , znd men 
ofcommaund>that arc skilful and couragiotjs in that 
nrofefsion,Moreouer,theTurkcsdo abhorre thcfe 
^ Y ^ battailes 
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battailcs by Sea , both bccaufe they arc moft crucll 
and daungcrous^and alfo for that in fuch fights they 
are alway c§ difcomfited and oucrthrownc, and doc 
know full well, that aficrwardes they (hall bee the 
more eafily vanquiflied and ouercome by land. So 
Euagoras of Cyprus,and Comnoi Athens counfelled 
the kings of PirryKi to docagainft the Lacedemoni- 
ans. So Augu[lmhm\v\^Aek^t^Ac^iarcttsAHt^^^ 
by Sea, fubducdalfohisoldeand vidorious armie 
confining of eightic thoufand footemeri^and two & 
twentie thoufand horfcmen,with6utany fight.Thc 
like was done hy Roger the CalabrianjAdmiral to the 
king of Aragon,who notwithftanding that his king 
was vppon the land oucrthrowne by the king of 
France, yet allaultingthe French Armada by Sea, 
difcomfited the fame, rccoueredthat which was 
loft, and carried away the fruites of both the vido- 
rics. And who knowcth not,what might haue bcenc 
done, after the Turkifli flectcwasdifperfed and o- 
uerthrowneintheyeare, /571, And when it rannc 
awayofitfelfein 1572. Ifat thcfirft occafionand 
oportunitiethat was then fo happily oiSPercd, there 
had bcene made a choifc of the bcft GaIlies,to haue 
gone prefently and met withtheenemie in the Ar- 
cipehge^zndinUHoreay and euenas hue zs Cyprus t 
and a in the ftcond good oportunitie we had folio- 
Wed the happic and iudicious courage of Sormzo, 
thegcnerall Prouidatorie of rw^^ ? 
Thcftrcngtii , Vcrie true iti^ thattheftateofr^/si/^^isat this 
»nd power ofdaybccomcfo potent and mightie,notonely in rc- 
Vcnicc. fpeaof the great ftore of goldc which it hath ga. 
thercdin this longpcacc, and of thcdcbts payed, 
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Whereunto it had runne in the laft warrc,and fomc- 
what before that time: butalfoin regarde of the 
manieGallyes, munitions, andothcc preparations 
for warre, which it hath prouided in this time : 
that ifoccafionfo fall out,ic will peraduenture bee 
well able to defend it felfe of it ownc felfc .• and 
fpccially,ifitwouldrefolueitfelfeat fuch time, as it 
dooth little featethc cnemic, to bee the firft that 
fliould aflault and ftrike him, yea and to doc it in- 
deed,(as K^kibiades was wont to fay to the Atheni- 
ans) by fending forth a mightic Armada to annoyc 
him,3ndvpona fodaine to furprife fomc of thofc 
places, which I will name in the ende of this thirdc 
Parte. Morcouer it hath alfo at this prcfent fo wcl 
fortified her eftate, that inallreafonit neede not 
greatly doubt the conceitesanddefignementcs of 
rheOttomaUt C^r/i,C<i^W4 and Z^r^ arc among o- Corfu, 
ther Fortes eftecraed to bee inexpugnable, and fo Catharo. 
much the rather , for that by reafon of their mode- ^^** 
rate and tcafonablediftancc from Femcejthcy may 
cafilybee fuccoured and relieucd, and being as it 
werethekeyesofthe Adriatike Sea, they may alfo^ 
binder the entrance of the enemy,or enforce him of 
neceffitieto returnebackc with all fpecd, Icafthee 
rcmay nc entangle d and caught in the nctte. The 
Ifle oiCandie is likewife fo wcl prouided for defence ^^"^**^- 
and 1% thought to bee fo ftrongly guarded with 
Garrifons and Munition,as it cannot bee attempted 
by the Turke, without incurring his great hazard 
and daunger,yea and fo much the more, for that if 
the enemy ftioulde endeauour to difbarke his peo- 
ple therc^ one great part of the liland hauing no 
V^ haucns 
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haucnsor Harboroughes^ is defended by nature it 
fclf & the other part may be fo wclF kept both by 
the valour of fprrain rouldiersjand alfo by the braue 
manhood of the Countrey-inha^bitantes, who arc 
no leffc tender and carefull of their owne wcl-fare, 
then faithfull to their prince (prouided alwayes 
that they bee by iuft proportion and good aduife 
diftributed and deuided, fomeforthe defence of 
the Hauens,and fome for the defence of the {hotc\) 
ihatheciliall neucr bet able todifbarkc there, or 
if heedoe,it will bee to his great lofle. In which 
accident it will bee an eafiematter to difperfe the 
Reliqucs of the enemies armic,partlybecaufe they 
canvcry hardly bee fiiccoured by the Turke, in 
regarde of the farre diftance of his Countrcy and 
States ^ and partly becaufe his Fleete ofShippcs 
cannor well brooke thofe Seasj eyther without 
daungcr of breaking and rending in pieces, or 
fighting with the Venetian Armada, Laftly, the 
Paimt. Forte of Falmay which is alfo built by the Veneti- 
an Common wealth, with as religious as iudici^ 
ous an aduifement, will not oncly ferue ( if it 
pleafe G O D) at all times for afecare and fafc 
defenceagainft the enemie,if hee ihoulde beefo 
bolde as to trouble Jftria^ and topaflfeto Friuli^ 
but it will alfo bee a continuall and moftnccef- 
fariea Bulwarke, againft all the Barbarians,which 
mayattcmpte to come and annoy ft^/r^.

witimy the Romanes were forced to pay them tri- 
bute vndertherameI><'w/^/<<»,vndetiV<;r»4, and in 

the beginning of Traims Empire , vpon condition 
that they (hould not paffe ouer the Banm. to annoy 
andendommagctheir Countries. This is mamfeft- 
lymadeknownetotheTurkesthemfelucs, by the 
difcomf^tureswhich many times haue beenegiuen 
them by Cor»ims,h^ the two B«torics,and la(i ly by 
this third man , who at this day is in warre agaynfl: 

Moreoucr,(JW«W theVaiuodeof Walacchia, ^^^^^^^^ ,;,^ 
although in times paft he held that gouernement of v^iuod, oj 
theTurkcyet now he is vnder the obedience of the w^>»a,.. 
Tranfvluanian t and without doubt it ftandeth him 
greatly in hand to cotinue in that proteaio,becaufc 
hee may not now any longer truft the T «rkcs, who 
ha^^beenefo oftemimes d.fpleafed and d Jconten- 
ted with him, and fpecially for the flaughter which 
hemadeof thofe. that vnder his promife of peace 
were lent bv ^^^BafTa into Walacchia . Befides 
theWahchians,whofevalourisveriewell knownc 
othcTutkes,whcnthey ferued vnder the condud 
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ofDtacola their moft valiant Captainc, the faid Vai-

Dracou. n^ns and T^ranfyluanians,fome few Albanian s^Grc- 
The v.iuocfcs ^^^^^s,BuIgarians3and Rafcians. Hec hath not many 
fouidicrs. Arcubuliers,as alio the rranfyluanianhimfelfc hath 
no great ftore of them. For all thcfe Nations , and 
efpecially the Hungarians doe vfnally fight at hand, 
and on horfebacke with Launces, and with a won- 
dcrfull courage (hew their facesto their enemies. 
The Rafciins, ^^c Rafcians,who in the Councill of Cortftame 
becalledi^^>/?, are a people that haue their originall 
offlpriDg,from the v^p^x tj\4ifi4, which now is cal- 
led SeruH and Eafcia.Thcy by reafon of the r urkilTi 
wars did heretofore retire thefelucs to the further 
fide of the Damtv^zndnot to this fide.as fome haue 
Writte;& at this prefent they dwel nigh to Temefuar^ 
Lippa^Sc thofe parts. They did in times^paft rebell a- 
gainft the rurke & now dofcrue the rranfyluanfan. 
The^Buiga, The Bulgarians/omc do inhabite all chat Coun- 
try which was called the lower Mifu , euen to the 
2>4i;(?»?,ouer againft Walachia: fome inhabit rhracia, 
togiiher with the Gtecians, and others in OMacedO" 
»/^,which nowalfo is inhabited with Grecians,with 
Seruians^and with Albanians. The Bulgarians area 
braueand valorous people.Somc of them that haue 
fled out of their owrie Countrcy , doe ferue the 
Tranfiluanian , and no doubt many others woulde 
runnealfovntohim, if hchadfufficicnt meanes to 
cntcrtaine them. They are verie apt to make a tu- 
mult and infurrcaionjAis well in their owne Coun- 
trey, as alfo among their neighbours , if they were 
cheriihedand heartncd thereunto^ cfpcciallyi by 

the 
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the Tranfyluanian, whome they do admire no xr/nryiuanif 
lefle, then that Alexander the Great, who was compared to 
halfc their Countryman, that is to fay, Pella, a ^lex^andcr the 
place of tjHacedentA : and vntowhorae hcehath 
with great iudgemcnt beene likened, by Girolamo 
Frachetta in thofe orations,which he hath written to 
thisvalourous Prince. 

TheSiculior Sicilians, who inhabite the Thcsicdi 
mountaincs towardes PolonU and Moldma, and ^^^"^^^^^^"^ 
that parte of the Countrey which is fomewhat 
more hilly, are fierce and fturdie Clownes, re- 
fembling the Tarrarians, more then any other 
Chriflians of thofe quarters : and therefore they 
(hould bee called Sythuli: They are rather foot- 
mcnthen horfemen, and haue alfo fome Arcubu- 
fiers. They followed the Prince of Tranfyluania 
in theycare 159^* when hee pafTed into WaU- 
chid againft Sim^y at which time the faid Simndid 
moft iTiamefully run away :Buthauing receiueda iiregcd 
promifeofthe Prince,that thcirNoblemen (hould 
bee exempted from fome fubiedionjinregarde of 
an offer, which they made toconquere as much 
Countrey more, as that was which they did en- 
ioy: when they perceiued that their intention & 
hispromife was not kept and performed, they re- 
belled and made an itifurreaion, while the priricc 
was at Vra^i: but afterwardes with the punifh- 
ment of foitie of the Ptincipallcs, and two hun- 
dred others, they were well quieted and pa- 
cifycd.

they may at their pleafurc burne and deftroy 
Vofia, which is a Fortrcffeofthe Turkcs , fituarcy^^;^ 
at the mouth of the Rincr Borifthenes, called by Bor'iWicncs 
the Polackes Occhiacouia, and by the Moldauians 
Bajjouat as in thcyeare 15: 83, they burnt Bendero, ^endcro. 
their Generall being then Un7^ the Hungarian, 
who was appointed ouer them by K. Suphen of 
Poloma. Many other harmcs and annoyances they 
may alfo doo vnto him, as they did vnder Suita ^uici. 
the RulTian,and vndcr Come lams fonne of Ba(tlms Gontcianust 
the Duke ot o/lr{fua,md other their Captains, which ' 
they Ukcwifereccyued from the Polonians- Thefe 
OjS^^^/ doo dwell man Iflandof Borifthertes.^Amod 
fourcdayes iourneyes abouc Fofia. The Ifland is 
called ChircheSy and the R iiier Borifthenes is by them 
termed i\r/>, which is the Nkfro. They are Arcu- 
buzierSj and excellent Archers, and both by nature 
and open profeflion verie greate enemies to the 
Turkes. Many of them doo ferucatthis day the 
Tranfyluanian, theforefaid ffienmiemd Michael. 
Others doo attend and goe with the Chancel)er©f 
?olonU\ and others are alfo difperfed and fcattered 
in Podolia • But all of them with great courage doo 
fhcwe their faces to theTarrarians, and Turks*

and Walachia. chia and Moldauia, becing deceiuedhythe ambigmus 
anddoubtfuUwordfiof^ohcVts^ confomdeth the one 
of them with the other, t^ndfo are others alfo decey- 
md who doo thinke that to ^(?^ Walachia, which the 
Hungarians call Tranfalpina the leffer^ whereas in

Orcoucrjthc Ottoman not only cftccmeth the 
■Pope to be the head and cbiefc of all the piin- 
cesChriftian,fo that by Ijiis auaoritie hce may cafily 
vnite now fome,and then (omc of them againft hitn 
but aid) accounteth him to be as a temporall pnnce, 
in regard of that which he poflfefTethin Italic: and 
thereupon he callcth him JFr4;»^A--ff<?>the Prince of 
Italie,or of the Italians, andie/iwi-J5^^, the prince of 
Rome , whom the Perfians call in their language 
Rum-Schack Halife and Califa the T urkcs call the 
Vicar of God, a title^which moftimpioufly the an- 
cient /igarenes began to appropriate to themfelues. 
So that the Turkc dooth greatly feare , leaft the 
Pope (hould fend fome pcrfonofcrcditeintoi^^;/^ 
€0mA , to folicitcthevnionof that prince with the 
Emperour,which would bee a matter of great lofle 
vntohim: orat leaft that he (hould pcrfwade him 
to let or hinder the commingfoorthof the Tarta- 
rians;as we haue (hewed bcfore^howhec mayea- 
filydoeit. 

He alfo fearcth the armies and power of the Czar 
otZ4ro(<Mfifiouiay for fo the Mo(couitcsdoe call 
their prince : befides the reafons before alledged, as 
well for thSt he doth abfolutely commaund and go* 
uernc his fubicias, and therefore it feemeththat a-^ 
mong al theprinces of the world^hc is the only man 
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that may compare with him: as alfo for that hedotfa 
vcrie well remember the difcomfitures which the 
Mofcouitcs hauc giucn to the Turkes (for the Tur- 
ld(h princes doc vfc to record in writing the anions 
of their anccfters) and in particular,when thy went 
about at the laft to draw the Tana into the Ft ^<f > they 
were by thcMofcouitesCwho had vnitcd themfelues 
With therartarians of Preaf,) fcattetedand put to

thcwordeof Chrift: and mbriefe, if thefc vnions ^^ ^ ^^^J',„ 
were not ofpurpofe ncgociatcd and handled, lathcr p^Hc a i>o w. 
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by (iich cunning and craftie dcuifts^he moreeafily 
to enlarge Dominion and Schifme , then for any 
thing eUe: eucnasthc Turke vndertheamitie and

The fubmif- rnfcane,'&\M much uioi^ is he difmaycd at the obc* 
iTthe Sou dience which thofe Bifhops of if«yi^4 hauc of late 
Biniops. yeelded , who m the names of thertifclues, and of 
the -Rufsians which are fubiecas vnto them j by the 
zeale of Sigtfmoni king oinknk ^ haue humbled 
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thcmfelucs to Pope Clement the viii.whcreof Car- 
dinal! Earammhzxh more particularly written in 
his learned Annales Ecclefiafticall ♦ And this 
matterisfo much the more cohfiderable, for that 
efpecially bythe mcancs andhelpe of the Ruffi- 
ans, the conucrfionand vnitingofthcMofcouitcs, 
niay exceeding eafily bee procured .* and al(o for 
that with leffe cxpenfes and danger, paffage may be 
made by MofcouiavMo K^fia, for the fo wing and 
planting of the Faith of lefus Chrift, then by all the 
dther parts of the world befides.

©fgtcaiteft reputation among themi (asit isTtrfedal- 
fo among the iy)*^/«:^^^^) they (bouldj^ro'iiidc, that

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thcyftirrcnotoutofthcirown Countrey: withan 
open publication of the Popes name, as at other 
times it hath becne done. For all the Tartarians 
are of an opinion, that the Pope hath exceeding 
ftore of trcafure, and is a man of great power and 
wt^y the Tar authority, and therefore they will bee very rcadilic 
tariaashauc rcfolucd topleafute him ih any thing. And it is 
S number ^old^nf<>^ certain amongthcTurkeSjthattheEm- 
eo aide the Dcrour and the Tranfyluanian did (6 this laft y care, 
Turkc. becaufe the Tartarians came vnto them in fo £mall 
a number, and not in that multitude, as they had 
prouided,and as fome of vs (Chriftians)did vainely 
andfalfly belieue. And fo much the more is our 
vaine opinion confuted, Jbecaufcit is notorioufly 
known,that AlipcChanjtxQzxm^ with Vifconte the 
Nuntio for fomc aide, th^t hec might bee preferued 
in his Stateagainft his Brother Hirach, was nota- 
blc to procure many of his owne people to be fent 
. foorth out o£ his owne Countrey. I know it wcl 
that fome hauc attributed thecaufc of this defe<a of 
Why thcTat- the tfartariansto the difcontentmentcs,which they 
tarianswcrc haue conccy ued againft Awurathy for the peace 
kZ£ which heemade with the Perfians; For(fayfhcy; 
they had thought to hauc gotten vponthc Perfi- 
an, before this peace had beene concladed/o fafc 
a paflage to goe to J/^j'c^^, as without paffing tho- 
rough the Turkcs Countrey, they might freelie 
hauc gone thether* But I know that thcfe men arc 
greatricdeccyucd. For they were not the Tar- 
tarians of Crimo, that were fo greatlie difcontented 
with the Turke.- butthofe that were ynder the o- 
bcdicnce of ;^^^Cto (^ofwhomclhaue (bme- 
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what fpoken before.-) and thofe alfo not for that 
caufe which they alledge. For (if I be not in an er- 
rour) although they would haue gained and gotten 
irito their handes all the whole PcrfianEftatc and 
kingdome,yetthey muft algatesof necefsitie pafTe 
through the Countrey of the Turkes , when fo euer 
they would go to Meccs. But the reafon thereof was 
htcz\\{c AmurMh had concluded a peace with the 
Perfians , without making them acquain ted there- 
withal! , and to the exceeding great detriment of 
their defigncments and affaires. 

And in footh eucn as true is it, that the Tartar!- ^^^ ^iff^rcncc 
ansdidforbeare to come to the Turks info great a and quarJe^*^ 
multitude as they expeftcd, becaufe they were kept bccwccnc Alip 
backeby the Mofcouicc, although the Tartarians S^hS 
themfelucs did v(c it for an cxcufe : butibeverie 
truth is, that the Tartarian two brethren being be- 
c ome great enemies^the one to the other. Alipe Chan 
to maintaine himfclfe in the ftate , and Hirach to 
driue him out of it, they held all the Countrey in a 
fa(5l:ion, andbuficd wholy in the defence of their 
owne priuate quarcis, as yet they doe. For K^lipe 
though he be the King now reigning, is noiobey ed 
by all the Tartarians : and Hirach is acknowledged 
to be king, onely by fuch as haue ferued him as ge- 
neral! in this warre. Who although it is verie likely 
that in the end hee will get the vi^lorie, becaufethc 
Turkifli Emperour Mahamet hath commaunded 
them all to obey him , and acknowledge him for 
thcirking,andthcgreateftpartof the Soitldicrsdoe 
follow him : yet is the contrarie opinion holden by 
fuch as haue the bcft intelligence of the Tartarian 
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affaires , not ondy becaufc euen among the Bar-^ 
barians • Jus Natura^i.thc right of Nature cary* 
eth a great ft r oke, but alio becaufc Hirach is lefTe be- 
loued, more auaricious , and eftcemed among them 
to be a man of fmall braine and valour.

LAftlyjtheTurke fcarcth that the Pope and the 
king of Spaine are minded to aoublc his ftatc 
and Countrcy, both by fea and by land, and by that 
meanc to diuert him from his purpofed defignmets. 
But forafmuch as this may bee done by diuerte and 
fundrie waycs^ it will not be amiffe in plainc and di- 
ftiniJJ: maner to tellyou^what I thinke . The Chrifti- 
q^'fitflo bVS ^^ princes,and cfpccially the popc,may fend diucrfe 
luchasfiiouid Agents into rhcTurkifti Empire , who ("that they 
bk^h'^r^'*^" might haue the more credite) would beofthefelfe 
kiiilfbtc?' feme Countreys, wherein fuch a trouble and infur- 
redionfliould'be attempted. It wcreverie fit alfo 
that they had the tongue , to the ende they miglit 
both vnderftand,and be vndcrftood; and laftly thar 
they be men of good cariage and iudgement .• but 
abouc all other thinges, that they haue conucnicnt 
fupplie of money , to fpend vppon fuch chiefe men 
and Captaines as are of greatcft credite with the 
pcoplc,and that they haue author! tie withal to pro- 
mifetofuchasare themightieft among them, that 
rSuftTc ^hcy (hall be well rewarded and recompenfcd. Fi^ 
may'ire! ^ nally, itfliallbecverieneedfull, that f6r their more 
cafie admittance and intertainment in theCountry, 
and not on a fodaine tobe driuen away>tliey (hould 
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coucr all their treaties with the couer ofReligion, 
not to couch the Snake vnder the graffc , as our 
naughtie Polititians do, but (if fo it may pleafe the 
Lord)amongthethornes of their errours tofowe 
the feede of Gods worde,making ft\ew for the time 
that they wil rcformc and repaire the Churches that 
areinTartaria,Circafsia,Bulgaria,VValacchia,Mol- 
dauia,andGr9ci3. 

Moreoucr the territorie oftheTurkcs, andefpc* howc the 
ciallv that part which the TurkilTi Empir edoth pof Turkc may bt 
felTe m Europe,mhabitcd partly by Turks Natuia/, by h.sownc 
partly by Rinegados, and partly by Ctiriftians, the nation-. 
Ottoman Prince may with great reafon fcarc , that if 
either his Armies (hall recciueanouerthrow , or 
fome of his principals be corrupted,his peoples w 11 
make an infurrciaion and tumult to his exceeding 
great loflc^yca, and peraduenture to his vitcr ruine, 
cuen as C^jar wrought and effcded againfl: luba. 

Buttecaufethekffmkdgcofthefepeoplesisveriene" 
afarie , for the better vnderfianding of this pint tou- 
€hingthe{e infurreiiions and rebellions J will enlarge the 
matterfomewhatfarther.

^H E Turkes naturall,that is to ray,thore that be ^^^ ^^^^^^^ 
Turkesofthc auncientofipring, although they lurkcs. 
be by nature not of To euill a dilpofidonand inclina- 
tion^ as the other Rinegate Turkes are,y et bee they 
asgrcatlydifcontentedanddifplcafed as theRkie- 
gatesare : fo that it will be no great matter for them 
one day to make a rebellion, efpecially if they flv^^U 
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wbyt'.cnatufindaHead.or aCaptaincfit forthc purpofe. The 
'v-^ '^^i^n^ occafion of their difcontcntments fpringeth from 
til" ''^^"'^"" hcnce,that they fee all the militarie charges and of- 
fice$,whcreon only th^ profite, commoditie, & ho- 
nour of that Empire doih chiefly depcndc, (as it is 
before partly touched) are giuen and beftowed vp- 
on the rinegateTurkes, thofe few onely excepted^ 
which are graimted to fomcof thcnaturall Turkes 
by exceeding great fauour,or to the children of the 
^W^^^/^^-Ladies. And hcrcvpon it commeth , that a- 
mong the iJ^ufulmm^ there is no terme or title 
more lionourablejor more in rcqueft,then to be cal- 
wold Turkc Jed Schiauo delGran Signoreyihc vaflTallor flaue of the 
{igaify cth, great Lord : nor any more infamous and more ab - 
horred, then the wordeTurke: for Turkc in their 
tongue fignificth a villaine / as among the Greeks 
iVi?/^j^^ doth not flgnifieoncly a manof Numidia, 
but a Shecphcard, and therforc ^y/r^t^^ealleth the 
ScythiansjiSTiJW/i^/. And hereof likewife it is, asit 
hath becnealfo obfctued by a-late moderne wri- 
ter^that eucnas the Italians doe in their Comedies 
bring ontheftage aZam , which is aBcrganiaske 
flaue or villainc/othe Turks in their playes do bring 
vpaTurke^thatistofayjarufticallor rude Clowne. 
Others there are 9 which deriue thewordoTurkc 
from the Hcbrewjand wi) haue it to fignifie an Exul 
orabanilhedman, for the felfelame reafoiis, for 
whichwctold you before, that the Tartarians cal- 
thcmklucs Reli^ms/cti^m. 
Th^Rinc- ' '^^^ rinegate Turkcs^oiit ofallqucflion it is cer- 
^jidojf/ raine^that when by the grace of God they fliall fcele 
and vaderftand the bencSte which they hauc loft> 
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they will eafily ouerturnethatftatevp-fidedowne, 
with the totall and vtter ouertbrow of that Empire .- 
confidering that they hauc in their hands ('as ir h^th 
bcene toldc you ) all the reputation and riches, 
which are the thingcs whereon both Credite and 
Obedience do neceffarily depend .Butfor as much 
astheyaremenofamoft vitiousand wicked na- 
ture, and aretollerated in all kind of beaftly info- 
Icnces, fothat they dare doc any thing that them 
liftcth, they are wilKng and content to hue in that 
infamous liberty, without attempting any inao- 
liation. 

The Chriftians,whobythc Turkes arecaUedThe^chnfti. 
Ghkuri^ that is to fay. Gentiles and Infidclsjeucn in ^^^^^^^^^i^^^^ 
regardeofthediuerfc and fundry Rites that are a-GhUuiU 
mongthem^efpecially in the Turkifh Countrey, 
f not knowing poorc vnhappyfoulcs, that there is 
but one onely true Churchy oncBaptifmeand one 
true Faith) theyareeytheroftheGrceke^ea:, or 
of the Latinp Rite. I doe not entcnd at this time 
to difcourfe particularly of althofe that haue ftrayed 
from the purity of the Greeke feft, as the Geor- 
gians, the Armenians, the ^Ethiopians, thejlaco-^^^^^.^^^^^ 
bites and many others, that dwell fas I told you) in Armenjanv, 
the Ottoman Empire, afwell in Europe, as in Aft^^ AEtiuopiaar 
and ^)9/V^, both becaufc it hath beenc diligently & 
curioufly done by others, andalfobecaufeit is a 
very intricate and difficult matter,by reafon of their 
differences in opinions, anddiftanccsofCountiy- 
cs, and for many other refpe(acs,to bring them to 
confpiretogethcr in one, (without the great luira- 
cle of G O D,) for the fubuerfion and ruine of tliat 
Bbz Empire* 
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Herctikcs. Empire. I ouerpaffc alfo the Hereiikcs that rt a- 
raongthem/or that although they doe rcmaine in 
the Ottoman ^tate, cythcras Kcliques of their an- 
cient Forcfathcrs,or clfe of late rctyrcd into diiierfc 
partes of that Countrey, to line the more licenti- 
OLifly, or like theSonnes of Sathan, to difperfe 
their poyfon cuen among the Turkes : yet bcingro 
Sultan soM g^^^^^y abhorred of them.as difturbers of the pub- 
n^an 10 the ' like peace and tranquilitie , (as s^lun Soliman wrote 
widdowe (Q jhe Qucene Domger of Tranfyluania.) They 
Syi^^^^^^ bee permitted to make any great irayne,or 

workeany innouation among the people. I wil one-^ 
ly fpeakc of thofe Greekes, which ferae beft for this 
our purpofc, not regarding them for this time tou- 
ching their Religion, but confidering them for fo 
much as in policie may bee expeded and hoped 
for at their handes, in this particular point of re- 
€rcei«^ bellion and infurreaion. The Greekes without al 
doubt, are by a ccrtaine pricke and eagre defire to 
dominereand rule, which they haue had by nature 
mod defirous of Noueliics : and becaufe theTuiks 
doe fo greatly tyrannize ouer them,, they doc 
willingly and readily embrace any alteration or 
tumult, hoping by that onely meane to (hake 
ofFthe heauie yoke of their mod miferable flaue- 
rie« And this is chiefly and efpecially defucdby the 
Greekes of cJK^r/?4 and oi Thejfalie, md by thofe 
rather which dwell towardes ihefea, becaufe for- 
lainc aides and helpes may more eafily beefup- 
plycd to them, then to thofe that dwell within the 
land. But farre aboueall others, itismoftdefired 
by the SerfiianLbcinQ a Nation that in^abitcth 
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in the mountaines of Jlhma^tMcn toihcDamw : a- 
mong whom thofe that are in Dardama^ and moft 
ncaievnto the faide Mountaines , are beft able to 
make the grcateft ftirres. And they be the Piperi,xhc 
Cticci^thtCUmemiyih^ Bellapauli^i,md others in the 
Countrey of F/^^ii, and among them thqre are ma- 
ny Albaniansthat liueafter the Romifhrite, And 
ihefe be they, that becaufe they haue a ftrong fite for 
d welling,and are by nature verie fierceand bardie, 
haue ;not as yet fuffcred themfclues to bee fubdued 
by the Turkilh forces- And therefore they did (at 
the laft)attcmpt to withdraw thcmfelues out of the 
Ottomm ty rannie.For hauing vnderftood that c^^- x^cbcliionof 
A4/».x wasdiicomfitedandQaine in the battaile at 'pl'^^fjjf///*^ 
C/<2'/'^5 they all arofeinatumult vndcr the com- cardan vai- 
maui^dof Cardan r4/*(^^i?,and made a great flaugh- "®^^- 
ter of the Turkes that were in their Countrey : but 
when they were minded to pafie further , they vn- 
derftood the contrarie5and fo in a difcontcntcd ma- 
ner retired themfelues into their mountaines. 

And for as much as thcfe poorc miferable Greeks 
haucendured fo feueie chaftifemcnt at the handes 
of the Turkift officers, thatthey temaine noVonely 
moft pitifully afraied ,but alfo moft grieuoufly op- 
prefted , their chiefe headcs and gouernours being 
cruelly put to death , their children taken from their 
parents,fome killed and flaughtered, aiidalmcft all 
ofthcmbereauedand fpoy led bf that little which 
they had, and brought to extreamd ttiiferie : a man 
may verie plainely and clearly fee artd know that to

Africa 5 and more at largeby AmomoBrunnn bis Brwau

without great daungcr: befidesthat it would breed 
an exceeding notable loffe of his cuff oms^and great- 
ly difturbethc traificke which would bee a thing a- 
gainft rcafon,and the law of all nations : and there- 
fore he caufed diuerie lewifli women to be put to 
death, that hadcounfailedand aduifed him thcie-

they greatly commended by the Turkes in their 
Chronicles. 

^<?/<5i«Mf;rcalledin times paft K^don^ is fituate at the 
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mouth of the gulf of the Sea Adriatike, oucr againft 
the promontor ie of Santa Maria, in old time c ailed 
lapygia^m Pulia.noi abouc threefcorc miles from O- 
trar^fe. This place hath no conuenicnt Port ojr Ha- 
ucn for the Galliesjbutfome three miles offrthe en- 
trance thereof,being well defendcd^and barred with 
marifties, with Pooles and Saltpits . It is not veric 
ftrong,and yet ifyou (liould be minded to conquer 
it,youmuft batter two Caftels,theone, which is in 
theplaincsandalmoft conioyned with the Burgo, 
and built in times paft by the aduifc ofPigrfatello an 
Out-law of Naples : and the other , which ftandeth 
aloftjleflTcthenamilcdiftant from the Citie, and is 
<:allcdC4ww4, now inhabited by the Turkes » who 
haddriuenthcChriftians from thence, vpon a fuf- 
pition,that they had taken of them in this prefent 
treatifeofreuolt* 

Touching the reft oi Albania or ^rhania , the 
places which may bee gotten , are within land, and 
chofc that arc on the fea-coafts hauc no Hauens. Be- 
fides that the Inhabitants arc for the moft part verie 
bafe and cowardly people. And although the time 
was indeed, wherein the Albanois did fliew them- 
felues veric valiant againdthc Turkes, and fpecially 
in the dayes oiGeorge CaflriotUyytt now they cannot 
flicw themfelucs to be the fame men , bccaufc they 
haue their enemic not onely their abfolutc Lord 
and Maiftcr at home in their houfes, but they banc 
him alfo on their backes , as in tymes paft they 
had not : to which calamitic they haue been 
fubic<a , cuer fince the Turkc hath gained their 
Cpuntrey, andtheCountrieadioyning vntothem. 
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Moreotier > the Albanois arc greatly diminijllied,and: 
wantfuch a couragiousCaptaineasCrfy^w/i^f was, 
who had good intciligenccofthcTurkifh affaires, 
well experienced in the Countrey and highly belo- 
ued and admired of the Countrey inhabitants, and 
alfo ofhisfonldiers. 
Dukigao Dulcignoy called heretofore Olcinky or Cdchinio, 

may be affailed by an Armada.For although it want 
a Haucn , yetin good weathertheFleetemay dif- 
barke vpon the fliore. It is by fituation veric ftrong, 
but a great part of it is fallen by an earthquake : and 
therefore ifit fliouW be woanc,it wil be mod need- 
full for the maintaining and keeping of it, to fortifie 
Scutari ^ it ancw^ If Vulcigno be SNonntyScutari, in times paff 
called iJ^o^r^^may peraduenturebe woonc alfb. For 
although it bee fortified in a fituation that is by Na- 
ture moft ftrpng, yet is it fo ill guarded by the 
Turkes as it may cafily bee enired in the night time 
vpon a fodainc. 
'Dm7.^o. Luraiczo^ o{ old called Dyrracchiumlkth in the 

plaine Gountrey. It is not ilrong, but in trucih it 
would be the apicft and fitteft of all other pkccs 
to make entrance into the enemies Counxjfcy , bee 
caufc it is fituacein the middle,and nearc vnto Italy, 
although it bejs very fubiea to the expeaation and 
fcatc of the enemies aflaults.,

handled.But with efFe<5i:,and in the zcale of true re- 
ligion and pieticwith the glorie of his diuine Maie- 
ftie, and their owne faluation,againft al the enemies 
of his moft holy name/Imitating therein,that great ^^^^^^ 
Godfrey of Bokine^xiOton^ly in re(blution,butalfo,(if BoidnZ ^ 
need fhould fo require ) in alienating their owne 
proper ftates & dominions,as he did with the duke- 
dom of ^^/p^w^^thatfo he might haue means to make 
& maintaine war againft the fame tyrant: as many o- 
ther of thofe Lords did, that concurred in that holy 
league,whereof we hatie told you before. Where- 
vpon it plcafedthe Lordof Hoafl:s,eitherfor 
our inftru<Sion,or for our iTiame and con- 
fufion/o to work with them that they 
recouered the holy Sepulchre, 
and with verie great glorie 
fubduedalltheEaft,
